WARE INSISTS 


WATER RATES — 
ARE EXCESSIVE 


City’s Progress Is Retarded by 
Present Charges to Manufactur- 
ers, Says secretary of Associa- 
tion, Replying to Comptroller. 


“QUESTION OF FIGURES, 
NOT ONE OF POLITICS.” 


Rates Paid in Other Cities Are 
Compared With Tariff Here, 
and Former Charge of Discrim- 
ination Is Repeated. 


Col. Charles E. Ware. secretary of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, has pre- 
pared and given the Post-Dispatch 
a statement of figures and facts 
concerning water rates, now the topic 
of controversy between the Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the water de- 
comptroller 
of St. Louis. 

“At the present time there is a great 
amount of discrimination between users of 
water,” said Col. Ware, “because of the 
old system of water licenses. I personal- 
ly know of many concerns that are using 
water now on ratings obtained many years 
ago, which would cost them at least ten 
times as much at the present meter rates 
if they were to pay on the basis —of--the 
amount of water they are using. 

“IT contend that if the manufacturing con- 
cerns which are ueers of water --«re all 
placed on a meter rate, the pres: ait rate 
per. 1000 gallons would be nearly, if not 
quite, half cut in two. The meter users 
now are really paying for the water, which 
the users under the old license system are 
using. 

“The water-rate question,” continued Col. 
Ware, “is a matter of vital concern to &8t. 
Louis. With a proposttion for a million {n- 
habitants we face the proposition that new 
concerns must pay the meter rate, for no 
more licenses are being grarted an the 
old basie. That plasee te Je woome? in a 
position where he ts liable be conppelled 
to compete with a next-dorr nef r in 
the same line of business Whe 4s getting 
his water at a small fraction of what the 
new concern must pay.”’ 

“In the reply of Mr. Player to my com- 
munication to Mr. Adkins,” said Col. 
Ware, “he has gone into generalities with- 
out touching the real points at issue. The 
Manufacturers’ Association haa been at 
considerable time and expense to get its 
figures and we are thoroughly loaded with 
these facts and figures, if the water de- 
partment desires to open up the questien 
whether we are paying a higher meter 
rate than is warranted by conditions.’ 

Col. Ware's detailed statement is az fol- 
lows:

Governor Carter Pleads for Setting 
Aside of Exclusion Act for 
Pacific Islands. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 36.—In his annual 
report to the secretary of the interior, Hon 
G. R. Carter, governor of Hawaii, urges in 
strong fanguage the amendment of the 
Chinese exclusion law so as to permit the 
utilization of Chinese laborers in the Ha- 
walian islands and the modification of the 
immigration laws so as to authorize the 
giving vf assistance to the Portuguese 
workingmen who may desire to immigrate 
to Hawali. He said the natives will not 
work in the fields and that the Americans 
cannot; hence the preservation of the sugar 
and rice in¢ustries is seriously threatened 
by the probibition of immigration of Chi- 


nese and the Inability of granting aid to 
the Portuguese. 

Referring to the objections to Chinese | of 
immigration Gov. Carter says: ‘‘Notwith- 
standing the large number of Orientals 
that compose cur population, it is evident 
from the school statistics that we are 
not being Asilaticized. The conditions here 
differ entirely from those which affect the 
Atlantic seaboard, and provision for a lim- 
ited number of Orientale to work in the 
cane and rice flelds of these islands need 
not necessarily antagonize those who be- 
lieve in restricted immigration. 

The immigrations laws in reference to 
the entrance of Chinese are already in 
force in these islands, and those here are 
not allowed to enter the rts of the Pa- 
- coast. could easily

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HORSE SENSE SAVED 
“OLD JOE” FROM FIRE 


Old Joe, equine veteran, who has served 
the John Moest!l Vienna Bakery for 21! 
years, showed eagacity beyond his kind 
when the broke his halter and saved his 
own life in the fire which destroyed the 
company’s stable, 107 South Highth atreet, 
Thursday afternoon. 

Old Joe lost 11 companions in the fire. 
Bakers dared their lives to cut loose and 
lead 2) other horses from the flaming 
stable. 

Old Joe alone had horse sense enough to 
throw his strength against the rope which 
held him fast to the burning manger. It 
was a mighty pull, and ‘nearly broke his 
neck. He strained and jerked for five 
minutes, the fire gaining on him all the 
while, before the halter parted. 

Prince Henry, the horse next to him and 
closer to the rear of the stable, was neigh- 
ing with pain from burns which killed 
him. Old Ned, his team companion, was 
down in his stall choking to his end when 
old Joe trotted out. 

He ran down the dark stable aisle, 
through the choking smoke into free air. 
Not a single hair of his old white coat was 
singed. Behind him he left the bright 
flames which usually lure horses back tb 
a burning barn. 

The daring of the employes in the bakery 
saved the horses which were rescued. 

Foreman Fritz Heinzelman discovered 
the rire and gave the alarm. John Winter 


was first to run into the stable. The fire 
was violent then. Some of the horses to

barn. 

Meantime, Paul Rigori, a boy living at 
7262 Manchester avenue, was working hear 
the burning stalls. He freed six horses 
and Jed them all from the barn. 

The other bakers, Albert Kohn, Charles 
Moll, Harry Leesmann and rank Lipp, 
were siruggling in the smoke untying all 
the horses they could reach. 

They worked until the smoke got too 
dense for them to see or breathe. Then 
they struggled to fresh air, leading all 
the horses that they had loosened 

The fire did not destroy the entire barn. 
The firemen arrived in time to save the 
building, but much hay Was burned, and 
the loss in live stock was probably $1600. 

Winters was the only man injured. He 
was sent to his home.

‘‘l am convinced that it will be absolutely 
impossible to secure concert of action 
necessary for the destruction of even a 
very small percentage of 2,000,000 excess 
bales of cotton. and I doubt whether the 
elimination even of 2,000,000 bales would 
justify anything in excess of 10-cent cot- 
ton. In my opinion the current crop is at 
least 13,000,000 bales. Consumption require- 
ments I estimate at 11,500000 bales maxi- 
mum. Approximately 600,000 baies were 
carried over from last season. In the event 
of the destruction of 2,000,000 bales the 
tg supply would be at least 600,000 
ales.’

Rights of Stockholders Upheld. 


It is not too much to say that the most 
important, as well as the most gratifying, 


decision of one of our highest courts was 
that recently rendered by the Hon. John 
Proctor Clark, a jutice of the Supreme. 
Court of New York, in the suit of the 
Stockholders of the American Malting Co. 
The directors of this company, by the dec- 
laration of $1,600,000 in unearned dividends, 
had advanced both the common and pre- 
ferred shares almost to par, and on this 


advance it is presumed that they disposed 
of their stock. When the dividends cagsed 
the common shares declined to 2% and the 
The stockholders brought 
suit against one of the directors, a gen- 
tleman of wealth and financial standing, 
for the recovery of the amount illegally 
paid as dividends. Judge Clark rules that 


the dividends were illegally declared and | 


that all the directors interested in their 
declaration are liable both for the ifiegal 
dividends and for interest thereon. The 
excuse offered by the directors that the 
dividends were made in anticipation of fu- 
ture profits is swept aside by Judge Clark, 
and he administers a severe rebuke to the 
promoters of corporate enterprises who re- 
gard them as convenient instrumentalities 
for enriching themselves at the expense 
of the public. The words of Judge Clark 
are severe, but justifiable, and it is great- 


ly to his credit that he saw fit to utter | 
them {n a decision which is a landmark | 
in the progress of corporate reform. | 
Stockholders in other corporations who | 
have suffered similar wrongs will feel like 
applanding this statement by Judge Clark: 
“It does not seem to me that, in these
